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Raising Debt 
Ceiling Is Now 
Annual Event

WASHINGTON (AP) - Raising 


the ceiling on the national debt 
has become a painful annual ex- 
ercise for Congress. 


This year, the task is especially 


difficult for Democratic leaders 
because at the same time they 
jare trying to push through some 
version of President 
Kennedy's 


tax program. 


Tax cuts mean bigger deficits, 


at least for a while. This is one 
reason the House Ways and Means 
Committee, after some prelimi^ 
nary hearings on a preliminary 
debt ceiling bill, put the whole 
distasteful question on the shelf 
for at least a month. 
' 


Democrats and Republicans on 


thc committee joined in the post- 
ponement decision, but not for en- 
tirely the same motives. 


Democrats are hoping the raise 


can be kept to a minimum, hold- 
ing down resistance in Congress. 


The senior Republican member, 


Rep, John W. Byrnes of Wiscon- 
sin, left no doubt the GOP would 
be happy to use uncertainty over 
the .debt limit as a lever to hold 
'Inwn expenditures. 


\jnincide.itally, the decision to 


postpone action on a ceiling raise 
came on the very day the Re 
publican congressional leadership 
announced a goal of trimming 
President Kennedy's budget by 
$10 billion. 


Legally, the national debt can- 


not exceed the debt ceiling. Thus, 
to restrain a growing deficit, Con- 
gress usually sets the ceiling at 
a point not much above the an 
ticipated high point for the debt 
during the year. How,ever, when 
the government expects a further 
deficit in the next year the debt 
is apt to nudge the ceiling, forcing 
the need for a higher one. 


The debt now stands at about 


$302,5 billion. The limit is $308 bil- 
lion but will i'dr&> bj,< stages to 
$285 billion by July 1 unless Con- 
gress acts. 


The administration has asket 


for quick legislation 'to keep it ai 
$308 billion until that date, anc 
has said that it will later request 
another raise. This may be to as 
much as $325 billion, if the tax 
cut seems to be headed for ap- 
proval.

Reports a 
Plane Fell 
in Ocean 


PORTSMOUTH, Va. (AP)—The 


Coast Guard said today the Queen 
Elizabeth radioed that a small 
single-engine plane plunged into 
the Atlantic 235 miles south of 
Cape Hatteras, N.C., and sank 
immediately. 


The ship said it saw no sur- 


vivors. 


The stern lookout aboard the 


liner said the red-nosed civilian 
plane pancaked into the ocean a 
quarter-mile off the stern of the 
Queen Elizabeth. The plane's can- 
opy was intact when the craft 
sank. 


Two vessels were diverted to 


the scene and two Coast Guard 
C130 turboprp planes were search- 
ing the area. The ships are the 
Esso Washington, JO miles away, 
and the Ault, a Navy ship, 60 
miles distant. 


One of the Coast Guard search 


planes, in contact with the Queen 
Elizabeth, reported the liner said 
crewmen "eaw plane coming in, 
her prop apparently dead, headed 
for the water. The plane pancaked 
and immediately went under. Saw 
no survivors and was on scene 
immediately." 


The planes circled in a one-milo 


radius of the scene. 


The Queen Elizabeth described 


1 the crashed plane as a single en- 


gine, low wing, with a red nose, 
white fuselage and black stripes 
on both sides. 


It's a Long, 
Cold and 
Windy Walk 


.DRUMMOND ISLAND, Mich. 


(AP)—"It's a long, cold, wind- 
blown: walk.," 


And, 
the way to Drummond Is- 


land this winter is even more dan- 
gerous and precarious to travel 
by car. 


It's a bridge and a highway of 


ice. It stretches over a mile of 
open water in Lake Huron from 
the island to the eastern'shore of 
Michigan's vU p p e r 
Peninsula, 


spanning the De Tour passage. 


Each schoolday 
morning and 


afternoon a caravan of several 
cars carrying high school stud- 
ents makes' the journey across 
the ice bridge. The students—rid- 
ing' in some places on 20 inches 
of ice over 90 feet of water—have 
written permission from parents 
that they can make the trip. 
There are 38 high school young- 
sters living on Drummond Island. 


The large, northern island and 


more than 600 permanent resi- 
dents have been cut off from fer- 
ry service to the mainland by the 
worst jam of winter ice in 45 
years. 


Residents are both afraid of 


the new journey and intrigued by 
it: 


"It's kind of fun," said Clayton 


Ledy, a 14-year-old ninth grader 
at De Tour High School in the 
mainland village at the opposite 
end of the ice bridge. 


Clayton makes the ride with a 


dozen cyyjr youngsters in a can- 
vas-covered pickup truck. 


But, 
to Mrs. S. A. Landerville 


who lives on the Drummond Is- 
land shore near the ferry dock, 
the trip is not delightful. 


"It's 
a long, cold, windblown 


walk," she said. "Cars have been 
stuck out in the middle all night."

Marie Weather Bu- 
reau says January and February 
were the two coldest months in 
this northern Great Lakes region 
since 1918.

Hopes Faint 
for Civil 
Rights Bill

WASHINGTON (AP) — A par- 


tisan split in Congress over Pres- 
ident Kennedy's proposed 
civil 


rights legislation further dims the 
already faint prospects that any 
major civil rights measures will 
be passed this session. 


An immediate Republican reac- 


tion to Kennedy's civil rights mes- 
sage Thursday was to accuse the 
administration of seeking political 
gain from its proposals. Republi- 
cans called for action on their own 
program, which is much broader 
than the President's. 


Kennedy himself did the cause 


of bipartisanship little good when 
he told Congress that more prog- 
ress had been made in the field 
of civil rights during the last two 
years than in any comparable pe- 
rjod in the nation's history. 


A group of House Republicans 


who have introduced a compre 
hensive civil rights bill of their 
own countered that the only con- 
structive civil rights legislation 
passed since reconstruction days 
came during President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower's Republican adminis- 
tration. 


In a series of House speeches 


and in a joint statement the GOP 
congressmen 
called 
Kennedy' 


program a retreat from his par- 
ty's I960 platform and charged 
him with acting with his eye on 
the 19G4 campaign. 


And in New York, the Nationa' 


Association for the Advanccmenl 
of Colored People called the Pres- 
ident's message "admirable," bul 
said it did not go far enough. 


"It offers no new proposal for 


dealing with the acute problem o: 
discrimination in housing," saic 
the NAACP statement, "nor does 
it call for an effective deadline 
for school systems to achieve de- 
segregation." 


"Also lacking," the statement 


added, "as a recommendation for 
a federal fair employment prac- 
tices law with strong enforcement 
powers." 


Kennedy asked 
for legislation 


aimed primarily at making it eas- 
ier for Negroes to vote. He also 
requested help for school districts 
in the process of desegregating 
and called for a four-year exten- 
sion of the Civil Rights Commis- 
sion. 


The GOP program contains sim- 


ilar proposals but also includes 
provisions authorizing the attorney 
general to institute school desegre- 
gation actions in civil court and 
creating a commission on equality 
of employment opportunity. 


The only optimistic note came 


from Rep. 
Emanuel Celler, D- 


N.Y., chairman of the House Judi- 
ciary Committee, which will han- 
dle the bill in the House. Celler 
issued 
a 
three-page 
statement 


filled with kind words for Repub- 
lican champions of civil rights and 
expressing "confidence that the 
program will be carried out in a 
nonpartisan, 
nonsectional 
fash- 


ion."

Since the appearance last fall 


of an article in the Hope Star 
about Mrs. W. R. Alexander's an- 
tique organ, others in town have 
called attention to their instru- 
ments of similar age and design. 
It is needless to say but the facts 
had to be ORGANized and we 
found several things of note. 


One fact stands out in our re- 


search. Brattleboro, Vt., had a 
thriving organ business 100 years 
ago, and a number of products 
from there have eventually found 
their way to Hope. The owner 
of one such organ, Mrs. Ed Gor- 
ham, has an instrument which 
has been in her family 45 years 
and which was second hand when 
bought by them. Mrs. Gorham is 
the former Grace Merchant of 
near McCaskill.. 


II is believed that this organ 


is about 100 years old, and it is 
known to be over six feet in 
height. Besides the usual lamp 
stands on either side of the music 
rack, this lovely instrument has 
a mirror across the top, so the 
organist will know "what's going 
on behind her back." The most 
unusual phase of this organ's 
construction is the fact that it 
has six octaves. Most similar in- 
struments have only five. 


Mrs. Gorham took her 
first 


music lesson on this organ, and 
she treasures the antique instru- 
ment for sentimental reasons as 
well as its actual value. She hopes 
that her grandchildren will show 
an interest in it in future years. 


Another BralUeboro-tnatle or- 


gan in our town is owned by B. 
W. Edwards. But when it was 
made, also about 100 years ago, 
the Vermont manufacturers never 
dreamed it would ever be power- 
ed by anything but two feet pump- 
ing with all their might. 


Such is not the case today, for 


the Edwards organ has been elec- 
trically wired. When it was dis- 
covered in a farm home in Brad- 
ley County, it was apparent that 
work would have to be clone on 
the bellows. Then it was learned 
that it svoulcl be more economical, 
as well as more convenient, tc 
install an electric blower instead 
of the bellows. 


The beautiful, solid walnut or- 


gan is about 5\'k feet in height. 
All the parts inside arc wood with 
the exception of the metal reeds. 
Because it does not have a place 
to keep music in a bench-type 
seat, there is a place on top of 
the instrument for that purpose. 
The stool with the organ is eover- 
with tufted green velvet. 


Mr. Edwards found the organ 


by accident, when in Bradley 
County to see about guns for his 
collection. His two sons were a 
little disappointed when his dis- 
covery was not a firearm, but
